DIVISION OF MARKETS TELLft 


FARMERS HOW IT OUGHT 


TO BE DONE 


The new method of storing potatoes 


which Director •Xordman of the Divi- 
sion of Markets went to Pennsylvania 
to investigate has awakened much In- 
terest throughout, the state and the 
Division of Markets is receiving let- 
ers daily from fanners and ware 
housemen asking for details of the 
mejtjiods. The ne»y plan was devised 
by,: I,. A. Marble, a fanner of Canton, 
Pennsylvania, and Mr. Marble- has 
prepared a brief description ' of his 
plan which has worked so successful-' 
ly. 
"Short as, the potato threatens 


to be-.thin year," writes Mr. Marble, 
"the short crop, If carried in proper 
storage, will feed as many mouths as 
the full crops of former years." Here 
is the storage plan as described in 
detail by Mr. Marble: 


"The fundamental1 principle of oper- 


ation of our storage cellar is that 
temperature, humidity and 
ventila- 


tion are tlie three controlling factors 
which determine the keeping quali- 
ties of potatoes. 


"By storage In the right tempera- 


ture, the right humidity and the right 
ventilation, It is possible greatly to 
lengthen the dormant period and to 
insure the potatoes keeping without 
loss of freshness, firmness, juiciness 
and seed propagating 
qualities 
at 


least as late as the first of June in all 
of the northern states. 


"Moreover, ^ve find that the projxjr 


temperature in which to store pota- 
toes—the most desirable temperature 
—is the temperature of the earth it- 
self, just under' frost, and that the 
proper humidity'in which to store po- 
tatoes is the natural humidity of the 
earth. 


"In constructing' our storage -svare- 


houses we have built cellars rather 
than above ground 
structures, 
and 


liave built the cellars 
with 
walls 


which conduct the earth temperature 
and the earth humidity and have left 
the bottom of the cellar an earth "bot- 
tom, 
so as still further to "assist In 


maintaining .throughout,the cellar ±he: 
temperature and 
humiditv 
of 
the 


earth Itself. 


"It is well known that the line of 


frost does not go uelow two or three 
feet in most climates in fields'and in"" 
earth that is not traveled on. 


"We, therefore, provide our cellars 


with an earth cover of from two to 
three feet, so ns to protect tbe cellar 
from the Influence of frosts. 
^ 


"The ventilation of a potato stor- 


age cellar does not follow the same 
rules as the ventilation of an ordin-^ 
ary room. 
In an ordinary .room an 


open widow- remits in !a thorough 
circulation of air through the room. 
In the storage cellar it is necessary 
to do something more than to cut''a 
hole in the room. Cutting a hole in 
the roof does not bring about a move- 
ment of air in the cellar. The Cellar 
air is cold, and cold air 
is heavy. 


Heavy air does not'raise, nor does the 
warm outside air penetrate into the 
cellar through the roof holes to any ex 
tent. For the proper ventilation of a 
potato storage cellar it-is necessary 
to have, in addition to holes in the 
roof, ventilating openings near the 
bottom of the cellar 
extending out 


through the earth fill."

Madison, May 14. —That the call 


-for a Special legislative session in- 
clude the matter of authorizing mun- 
icipalities to construct warehouses for 
the storage of potatoes is the recom- 
mendation of Gov. E. L. Philipp by the 
division of markets in its report on 
the hearings held in Milwaukee relat- 
ing to the marketing of Wisconsin po- 
tatoes. 


On Market Early 


The report shows that the bulk of 


the 1919-20 crop was sold by the farm- 
ers in 1919 before the high prices 
struck the market. Thirty-three per 
cent 
of Wisconsin potatoes 
were 


ihipped dining the first four weeks, 
following September 30, while over a 
half of the crop went on the market 
before December 1. 


That the Wisonsin farmer this 


season has not held his potatoes back 
fioin the market but has, on the eon- 
tiaiy, sent them on ilie market earlier 
than in pieceding years is proved by 
figures submitted by Joseph Becker, 
agent of the United States departmeit 
of agricultuie aud witness at one of 
the hearings. 


Shipment Figures
